THE  AUBURN  DISCUSSION.  ^ 

Br.  Skinner — The  iliscussion  between  Br.  J.  M.  i 
Austin  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Parks  came  off  last  | 
week,  Tuesday,  Weiltiesday  andThursday — three  |, 
days.  It  was  hehl  in  I'le  Town  Hall,  a  large; 
and  spacious  building  in  Auburn,  which  was  filled!' 
to  overflowing  above  and  bcimv,  especially  on  the 
last  half  day — Thursday — w  hich  was  principally 
occupied  by  Br.  Austin;  and  a  very  splendid  and  . 
gratifying  pait  of  the  discussion  it  was  t(K),  to  all 
lovers  of  the  doctrine  of  life  and  salvation.  Br. 
Austin  was  evidently  in  his  element,  surrounded, 
as  he  was,  by  true  frietids;  and  immediately  be- L 
fore  birr:  were  nine  of  his  brother  clergy  tnen — some  H 
pricking  notes — Brs.  Ackley,  Montgomery,  C.  S.  | 
Brown,  N.  Brown,  Hayward,  Stricklaini,  A.  G. !' 
Clark,  J.  M.  Cook,  and  Peebles.  All  of  whom  ' 
appeared  not  a  little  electiified  with  his  elorjuent  * 
effort.

But 
ibis  was  in  consequence  of  a  very  long  speech  oti 
the  part  of  Parks  on  the  affirmative  of  the  second 
nuesiion.  Hud  Parks  occupied  only  the  time  cyn- 


'  Slimed  hy  Austin  the  debate  would  prohahly  ha\e| 
closed  on  the  second  day,  and  perhaps  as  much  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  respective  parlies  and  the 
l.arge  congregation  who  listened  with  good  aiicniion.  ^ 
Had  Austin  occupied  as  much  lime  on  the  affirma- ' 
live  of  the  first  ipiestion  as  Parks  did  on  the  second, 
or  as  much  time  as  Parks  wished  to  occupy,  the 
week  would  not  have  been  long  enough  for  the  ile-  i' 
bate.  It  is  to  be  regtetled  ibnt  a  discussion  can  {i 
not  be  bad  relating  to  two  simple,  iliuugli  im|Mjr- li 
lani,  rpiesiiotis  wiihoul  detaining  a  large  rnngrcgii- 
tion  more  than  half  of  the  lime  lo  hear  irrelevant 
matter.  One  half  or  more  of  Mr.  Parks  liaraugue  j! 
was  of  this  cliarncier,  and  there  the  coiigregaiioii  | 
must  sit,  hour  after  hour,  am!  day  after  day,  ttnil  I 
heat  about  some  .Methodist  Theology  written  per-  ! 
haps  by  Luther  Lee,  or  some  other  Meibodisi  su¬ 
perior. 

I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Parks  was  reminded  on 
the  second  liay  that  he  had  given  ilie  congregation  i 
iw'oorihree  giMid  rdd  fashioned  Melhoilisi  discourses.  1 
I  His  re()ly  was,  “  Don't  be  alarmed  ;  I  have  ten  or 
i  a  dozen  more  for  you  just  like  lliem.”  And  sup¬ 
pose  the  congregation  had  been  eompelled  to  bear 
I  them  all,  as  Parks  wislieil — what  rchiiioii  wouliJ 
I  they  have  been  to  the  discussion  ?  Just  none  at 
all.  We  hope  when  our  breilircn  enter  iiiio  an¬ 
other  discussion  with  a  Methodist  brother,  they  will 
endeavor  to  have  it  distinctly  uiulerstootl  that  a  pan 
of  the  time  shall  be  ilevoied  lo  the  questions  at  is¬ 
sue,  and  that  Liiilier  Lee’s  Theology  shall  not  be 
'  reail  more  than  half  of  the  lime;  and  let  ibis  lie  j 
slated  clearly  to  ibn  congregHiiou  that  iliey  may  j 
know  what  to  depend  upon.  Honest  inquirers  after 
trull),  I  believe,  would  prefer  tnailer  relating  lo  the  ; 
questions  at  issue,  nitlicr  than  stale  theology. 

I  would  observe  that  r)n  the  part  of  Austin  we  I 
have  no  occu'ion  for  such  complaints.  All  who  | 
were  present  at  that  discussion  could  not  fail  to  per- 1: 
jeeive  that  he  opened  on  the  affirmative  of  the  first  h 
question  in  a  clear  and  lucid  manner;  staling  ihej' 

'  grounds  on  which  he  endeavored  to  sustain  the  po-  j' 
siiion  of  the  final  salvation  of  all  men,  predicated  r 
on  several  arguments  deduced  from  the  perfections' 
and  attributes  of  God,  which  were  clearly  set  forth  ; 
in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  j 
And  It  was  worthy  of  remark  that  not  a  single  at- 1 
gument  was  advanced  and  carried  out,  that  did  not  i 
I  legitimately  follow  from  those  perfections.  Next 
followed  direct  Scripture  proof,  which  in  our  opiii- j 
^  ion  was  generally  conclusive.  i 

I  We  shall  not  say  that  Parks  did  not  quote  a  good  ^ 
supply  of  Scripture,  as  w’ell  as  man-made  theology.  ! 
There  was  certainly  of  this  a  superabundance ;  but  j' 

I  the  liK)se  maimer  in  wbicli  it  was  iiiiroduceil,  uud 
the  inelevaucy  ol  the  passages  to  (he  r|uestioris  at ' 

I  issue — ibis  is  what  we  complain  of.  He  niiglit  as! 
well  have  thrown  ifie  w  hole  Bible  at  bis  opponent, 
saying,  “lake  that  as  proof  of  my  position,”  &;c.,! 
better,  perlitijis,  ns  this  would  have  saved  a  large', 
amount  of  lime,  and  would  have  been  cr|ually  5)si!

We 
challenge  the  whole  (raierniiy,  yea,  all  those  sects — 
the  predicate,  the  basis,  the  foundation  of  whose 
creed  is  xcrath,  retaliation  and  revenge.  For  we 
know  that  this  spirit  is  op|)osed  to  the  spirit  and 
genius  nf  the  New  Testament.  The  spirit  of  the 
New  Testament  is  peace,  kindness,  overcoming 
evil  will)  good.  'I'bis  is  ihc  spirit  of  Christ.  And 
we  are  confident  that  one  Uuiversalist  clergyman, 
whose  creed  is  built  on  this  basis,  ibis  foundation, 
which  is  Christ — coubl  “citase  a  thousand,  and 
two  pul  ten  thousand  lofligbt.”  Not  that  the  Uni- 
vcrsalisi  clergy  are  more  able  or  superior  in  tact 
null  talent;  but  because  they  have  truth  on  llieir 
sitle.  Yes;  llicy  have  not  only  iruili,  but  God, 
and  Christ,  and  heaven,  and  angels,  and  all  good 
and  holy  beings,  and  all  these  backed  up  by  all  the 
iiiiriliuies  and  |)erfeciioi)s  of  the  Great  Eternal. — 
All  this  we  have  on  out  side;  and  this  is  not  all. 
There  is  one  thing  more  we  have  in  doctrine,  that 
our  Partialist  neighbors  do  not  possess,  and  that  is, 
consistency.  Remember  this  ye  Partialist  sects:

It  is  a  land  of 
I  rocks  aad  contains  an  innumerable  number  of  lakesand 
;  i.slands — no  part  of  it  is  perfectly  level,  and  where  the 
surface  is  comparatively  level,  it  is  undulating.  There 
are  iiiany  iron  mines  and  some  of  gold  and  silver.  The 
iron  mine  of  Daiiemora,  which  is  in  a  plain  country,  and 
500  feet  deep,  is  panicniarly  celebrated  as  also  the  iron 
and  copper  mines  of  Falmouth.  The  mining  districts 
are  poor  and  populous,  but  you  find  there  the  best  peo. 
plu  in  Sweden. 

Tlie  siin  is  up  so  long  that  the  atmosphere  becomes 
very  hot,  though  not  so  hot  as  our  summer  weather.—

Is  eternal  life  the  inheritance  of  good  Works  ? 

“  And  behold  one  came  and  said  unto  him— Good  Master, 
what  good  thing  shall  I  do  that  1  may  have  eternal  life  ?” 
Matt,  xix :  16. 

This  question  was  proposed  to  Jesus  by  ayoiing  Jew¬ 
ish  ruler.  It  was  based  upon  the  doctrine — taken  for 
granted  to  be  true  by  the  inquirer — that  eternal  life  is 
the  inheritance  of  good  works.  This  doctrine,  no  Jew, 
as  q  believer  in  that  covenant  which  said — “  do  and  live, 
nr  refuse  and  die.”  ever  doubted.  It  was  .Armlnianism 
of  the  simplest  kind,  having  nothing  tn  do  with  divine 
grace,  either  as  connected  with,  or  as  superceding- the 
necessity  of,  good  works,  as  the  agent  nf  salvation  and 
eteinal  life.  I'he  Jew  did  not  Inquire  UiActArr  he  could 
do  any  good  thing  to  inherit  eternal  life — for  this  would 
go  tn  the  doctrine,  which  was  not  doubled ;  he  only  wish¬ 
ed  to  know  trhat  good  works  he  must  do — what  ones  in 
particular,  because  he  calculated  he  had  already  kept  the 
law  very  closely,  and  he  wished  to  know  of  Jesus  ”  what 
lack  I  yet?”  what  other  good  thing,  than  those  already 
done,  is  necessary  to  the  security  of  eternal  life  in  my 
behalf?

All  through  the  Gospel  we  hear 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  Law,  or  the  Old  Covenant,  tu 
give  eternal  life.  “  By  the  deeds  of  the  Law,  shall  no 
flesh  living  be  justified.”  Romans  iii:  20.  “The  Law 
made  nothing  perfect.”
